After Ardette liad 
Drdessu heaten in the streli'h, Kss«»x II. got the 
Inst of his rider and. coming witli a rush, was 
fast catching his stahle <-onipanion at the linish. 

The race was prohahly tile deallikuell of the Chevy 
Chase Hunt Steeplechase, wliicli has lieen a feature 
here for tlie Iasi six .vears.

ROUGH RIDING. 

”lt is wilii .sincere pleasure one notes the Benning 
im*<*ling starting the metropolitan racing season witli 
an open eye for rough filling of leading jiM*k(*ys. 
'Tliere is iioHiing more urgently needed along the 
line of reform in nielroiMiUtau racing,” says Sports 
of the 'Times. 

■’Whatever Hie reason. Hie cause, the excuse, last 
year (and Hie pi’ccmliiig year). Hie rough riding 
|M*i-mi(ted witli a scandal and a racing crime, with 
apparently little official effort made, either year, 
mil it tin* Inst few weeks precipitated an appearance 
of activity, I«ki laic to be of any giMxl. 

‘•'Tliere is not a pnidicatiuu in tbe metropolis 
wliicli has not, time and again, stated that action 
slioiild Im* taken against certain leading boys, who 
apparently coii.sidei(*d tlieniselves immune liy reason 
of tlicir important as.socialioii. .\s an endorsement 
of the opiiiiiMi of tbe press, and of Hie nnsl>oken 
Voice of Hie racing pnidic, these erring jockeys 
were s|M*edily found in error for rough riding on the 
winter tracks, and promptly disciplined. 

"'This, however, had little effect upon them on 
Hieir return to their zone of melropolitan iuimunity. 
I.ast spring, in ItMKJ, leading lio.vs did work wliich 
sliould surely have lM*eu visited with a l*ed hot 
reprimand, or even stronger action, hut no such 
action was forllicouiing. 'The coiiseipieiices are fresh 
ill the minds of most observant racing iM*oplc, and 
tlic course lasted through Hie season. 

‘‘Tills year, after lM*iiig shaken up at Hie viestern 
tracks, where Hie officials wondered if that was a 
sample of his tieliavior on nielPoiMditaii courses, onr 
leading jockey (as regards his nmulM*r of winning 
muiiiits, imt certainly not as regards horsemanship) 
speedil.v tried his old tactics. He did not figure, 
liowever, uiMin Hie presence of the chairman of the 
JiM-key CInh in Hie stewards’ stand, and It must 
have t*ome as an awfully cold douche of the coldest 
kind of cold water when the said jockey was 
proniptl.v disgiialilied, and suspended, for one week. 

"This has struck the keynote for 1907. It remains 
to 1m» seen what Hie official CM’cliestra will do as re- 
gards living lip to the tone set by the chairman of 
Hie Joi key Clnh, and also what notli*e be may take 
of any derelietiou from the olivious course he has 
pnlilicly laid for Hie stewards to travel. 

"It was a public, and a characteristically virile 
oliject lesson.”

It has 
Im'cu as giHsl as could rcasoualily he exjiected in 
view of the average low class of the horses in daily 
ai-lion. But it lias not lM*en as giHMl as It should 
Im*. That more giMid horses do not rim at the 
Washington iiieeliiigs is line solely to the some- 
wliat narrow iMdicy of the management in not offer- 
ing sufficient money to induce Hieir presence. Next 
week many of Hie real stars of the track will ha 
s(cn ill action at Aqueduct. 'They might as well lie 
rnnniiig at WasliUiglon this week and would Im* if 
slakes iM-fitting the dignity and importanee of the 
national ca|iit:il had lM*eu provided. With Baltimore 
ill easy iirtiximity the Washington J(M-key Club has 
approximately a million people to draw U|ion for

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BAD OUTLOOK FOR SMALL COURSES. 

Enqiand Is Suffering a Stringency That Will 
Hurt Some of the Little Tracks. 

“Kiiglaiid is imdoiihtcdly siiflerliig from a plethora 
of racing, and ra<-ecourse proprietors are feeling the 
pineli in eonse<iuenee,” writes a corresiamdent from 
London to the Canadian Sportsman. “This has 
more tlian ever la-en demonstrated liy the recent 
efforts of pnmioters to Increase their revenue by 
putting up tlie admission charges to enclosures, etc. 
In fae«' of these increases it is a well known fact 
tliat Tatt«>rsairs ring— the jwincipal betting en- 
closure at all recognized meetings liere — has of late 
been patronized less and less. The reason is easy 
to tinil. TattersalPs costs usually a guinea a day, 
whereas a backer «:in go into the ‘silver ring’ at 
a quarter ot the cost. The public, seeking to re- 
duce expenses, are transferring their patronage to 
the cheaper rings, and as a natural consequence the 
laaikmakers fidlow suit. 

“It is not only the actual cost of admission which 
falls so heavily on the racing man. but whichever 
wa.v be turns when out racing he finds himself 
pluekeil. To <'ommence, the railway companies, in- 
eompreliensible though it may seem, act on the gotal 
old buccaneering principle of trebling fares to race- 
meetings, ami make no effort to protect their high- 
fare-paying passenger from the horde of ‘sharks’ 
who follow the meetings and infest the railway car- 
riages with their ‘tliri“e-card-trick’ and pocket- 
picking lU'iK-livities. .Most conrs<-s are a mile or two 
from a railway station, and here again he must 
im-ekly submit to the extortion of the fly-driver or 
take ‘shanks' iiony. .\t .\si-ot, for instance, as 
much ns Ifis is exa<-ted for a corner in a miserable, 
btokeinlown. germ-infeeted tly to ride to the course*, 
nnd you must chance what you may l»e bled for on 
the return journey. On arriving at the racecourse 
gates, utiless it la* otie of the fast-disapi*eariug free 
courses, another 2s t«t is necessary to gain admit- 
tance. If one is tlesirous of goitig into Tattersttll's 
ring, a guinea is the charge, and for the luxury ot 
l<N>king over the Innses in the paddis-k another half 
sovereign is dematided. .\dded to this, tlie racegoer 
has the donbtfitl i>rivilege ot paying 50 per cent. 
I'.iore for ills refreshments than their face value. 

■‘Ten years or so ago racing was Isanning, atid 
there was plenty of money alKoit. Racecotirse com- 
panies were paying etiormous dividends, stakes wetit 
tip to lavisii proportions, and tiie racegoer’s exiteuses 
increased in a like metisure, but it was a term of 
pros|K‘rity and nolMPdy counteil the cost. Time 
ch:ingetii all things, and the siiort is now well on the 
elili tide, and all are at their wits’ ends to reduce 
e.vpeii.ses. The .loekey t'lnb will not sanction the 
riduction <d' stake values, so |iromoters have souglit 
to squeeze tin* racegm-r. Already smarting under 
unlawful taxation, he lias alisidutely refused to lie 
made the victim, and the promoter is metaphorically 
bclw«>en tlie devil and the deeii sea. 

“ifacehorsi- owning in England is a rich man's 
S|Kjrt; those who make their studs pay their wa.v 
are the exceidion to the rtih*; tlie wealthy old 
patrons ot the game are fast dying out, and their 
loss is keenly felt. Owing to the suppression of 
street betting, tin enormous revenue has lieen denied 
the S[iort. as much of the money staked on tlie 
street permeated tlirougU the racecourse and its 
immediate followers. The outhaik is a bad one for 
the smaller courses, and in all iirobabilit.v we shall 
see some of them clositig down in the near future.”
